Foreign Intelligence. 


»PETERS BURG, Fane 10. 
On the 17, Captains Iwan Meliili and Iwan 
Kelimeri two of thofe who have been cruizing off 
the mouth of the Danube, difcovered nine veflels 
at anchor along the coafts of Rumulia, not far 
from the town of Mangola; and on approaching 
them, they fell in with a number of tranfports lae 
den with troops for Oczakow. The enemy toalg. 
our veflels for Turkith ones, and perceived’ Wer 
their error till it was too late. On this the gal. 
int¢cruizers (having taken the tranfports, and 
out all on board, who refufed to yield, to the 
‘word, except three of the crews whom theymade 
prifoners) proceeded to attack the veffels they had 
allen in with firft, previous to which they had cut 
their cables, and fent on fhore their crews. One 
tran{fport, laden with wheat and barley, was ta- 
ken, another was deftroyed; and many of the 
Turks, who fled afhore, were made prifoners. On 
their return towards the coafls of Tauris, our tri- 
umphant cruizer difcovered two armed Turkith 
veflels, who advancing within cannon fhot, falut- 
ed them with a broad fide; but, on being offered 
battle, taey fled, and being fwift failers, with 2 
favourable wind to affift them, they had the good 


ortune to efcape.

‘(atne being before di‘: fing, was now terol 
the extreme—the Heaveus appeared toe | 
continued glare by lightning—the rain poured 
down as if from fluices—the wind riging as if it 
were its laft effort—and the earth trembling under 
the appall’d inhabitants, from the fhock of an 
earthquake. 

About 12 o’clock the tempeft abated, and the 
morning prefented {uch a fcene of cevaftation as 
was never remembered before. Not a fingle veflel 
could be perceived in the harbour of St. Pierre; 
large quantities of floating timber covered the 
whole bay, the worth of which was ettimated at 
three or four thoutand Joes—very little of it was 
faved, as all the boats were either loitor damag- 
ed—vait quantities of it was wafhed over the walls 
from the fea, but was bruifed and broken to pie- 
ces, from the violence of the waves. 

The ftreets in the town were almoft impaflable, 
from the quantity of tiles, timber, &c. that was 
blown from the roofs of houtes. 

The damage done in the country is incredible. 
All the North part of the I fland is nearly laid watte. 
Che town of Trinity is almoft level with the 
ground to the N. N. W. part, thereis fcarcely a 
houfe or tree ftanding. A houle 60 feet iquare ; 
and one ftory high, was carried off its foundation 
to the diftance of a 100 yards.— [wo white wo- 
men were buried in the ruins, and a young lady 
endeavouring to make her efcape, on perceiving 
the houfe in motion, was carried by the ilrength 
of the wind againit a ftone wall, by which melan- 
choly accident fhe had both her legs broken.——The 
negro houfes that ftood about 200 rods from the 
houle, were entirely {wept off, and 30 or 40 ne- 
groes loft their lives.

The young canes were twifted off clofe to the 
ground by the tary of thewind, and it is thought, 
entireiy ruined.— The negro food is almoft-totally 
deitroyed ; iuch as potatoes, yams, caflada, plan- 
tains, &c. ‘Lhe planters iay, that this hurricane 
exceeds the one that was inthe year 1766. The 
lois of their negroes, canes, &c. are far more 
confiderabie than was ever known before. 

Th merchants and planters petitioned the com- 
mander inchief, praying that fome meaiure might 
| be taken to alleviate their fufferings. The next 
day he ordered ail the ports in the [fland to be o- 
mats tor American produce, except thole articles 

eretofore prohibited, tree from duty, only the 
Ifland duty, which is one per cent.—This had ef- 





fect from the zoth Augalt iat, andis to continue 
till the sft of January, 1789. 

| Several eftimates have been made of the loffes 
fuftained, and the lives that were loft by this 
dreadful hurricane, and it is generally agreed that 
there were between fix and feven hundred lives 
lot, -black and white—and that the whole lofs in 
town and country, is 10,000,000 livres.
